The editor of a local paper is often 
injust/y censured for his mistakes, 
The wonder is that he does not make 
riore of thom, On the average paper 
he must deal ‘with all kinds of sub- 
lects, give names, dates, etc. One 
hour he is engaged in reporting a 
ineeting of some kind, and the next 


drawing Qhe picture of a hockey 
game, He must condense and (fill 
with his items several columns, 


whether events ar@ transpiring to 
throw. up material for his use or 
not. Count the local items in a paper 
and imagine how many steps they 
have required, how much mental 
anxiety, worry and the work they 
have cost and some idea of the editor’s 
work can be gathored, The smallest 
may have cost him a long walk and 
much effort to reach the facts. There 
is no end of his work. When one 
paper goes to press he turns his at- 
tention to the next one. He makes 
the rounds in search of news and may 
not get a line. From some he must 
get) news without their knowing it, 
drawing them into conversation and 
obtaining what he wants in sections. 
He may labor for hours in chasing 
down a rumor only to find that there 
is nothing to it. His local columns 
stare him in the face and demand to 
be filled with the cream of news events 
and matters of interest. His bounds 
are limited and yet he must find each 
day and all through the week, month 
and year something of interest to the 
public. No more ptyfect treadmill 
could be divised, With such constant 
strain, producing weariness of the 
body and mind and an almost endless 
variéty of subjects to. be touched upon, 
is it surprising that he should make 
a mistake? Other people do, »why 
shouldn’t an editor,

HOW OCCUPATIONS CHANGE 


Seventy years is not a relatively 
long time in the life of a nation sucla 
as ours, yet so rapidly have indus- 
trial conditions changed that within 
a period of seventy years the occu- 
pations of the people of Canada have 
been radically altered. 

Many: trades which formerly pro- 
vided employment for large numbers 
have almost disappeared, while 
others, unheard of twenty years ago 
have grown to vast proportions. 

Occupations which have showm a 
marked reduction in the numiber of 
persons employed in proportion to 
population include those of shop- 
wood workers, marble and stone cut- 
ters, twheelwrights, coopers and 
blacksmiths. The village blacksmith 
formerly an important adjunct of 
community life, has almost vanished 
from many sections. 

A tremendous increase is shown in 
the, proportion of machinists, while 
electricians, automobile mechanics 
and moving picture operatives, all 
unknown a few decades ago, hiave 
take leading places in the industrial 
scheme. 

In proportion to population plumb- 
ers have increased nearly 26 times, 
architects seven times, barbers, hair- 
dressers and manicurists seven times, 
dentists four ‘times, Clergymen, 
lawyers, and physicians have main- 
tained a fairly steady average, as | 
have carpenters. 

Few; women were employed outside 
their homes seventy years ago, except | 
as teachers, so that all engaged in 
other occupations at preent practi- 
cally represent a net gain. 

What of the future? Will new in- 
ventions again revolutionize industry 
and employment as the automobile, 
radio, typwriting, moving pictures, 
electrical appliances and other epoch- 
making inventions have done? 

'The question is interesting, and 
we must wait for the answer, but a 
safe guess would probably be an af- 
firmative one.

Experience is a great teacher, and the world is learning many things 
from this period of financial and economic difficulty through which it is 
passing. In the process of learning, it is, of course, not only absorbing new 
ideas and accepting new standards but it is abandoning old ideas and meth- 
ods. The world is losing certain things it can well afford to lose; the loss 
of which can indeeG be set down as gain. The danger is, however, that it 


will lose other things which it can ill afford to lose, and may accept and: 


adopt things which will spell loses and disaster in the future. 

Signs are by ro means lacking that one of the greatest losses wh'ch 
the world of mankind may suffer ag the result of the times through wh‘ch 
we are struggling is the loss of much of the political liberty gained 
through centuries cf persistent striving and battle. 


degrees and in somewhat different forms, but the effect in every instanc2 


is to deprive men and women of much of the political liberty and rigats | 


of citizenship they formerly enjoyed. One or two individuals, or a small 
group, backed by force are imposing their wills upon tens of millions of 
people. 

Acceptance by people in many countries of these dictatorships is one of 
the phenomena of this age. It appears to be the outcome, not of one only, 
but of several reactions to the experiences througa which people are pa7s- 
ing. In the first place, many individuals have lost confidence in themselves 
and in their own abilities to manage their affairs and onder their lives, 
With this lose of confidence there is, of course, loss of amb:tion and initia- 
tive. They are willing to throw up taeir hands, and let some other person, 
or group of persons, do their thinking for them and plan and manage their 
lives and life’s activities. In a word, they have reached the stage where 
all they ask for is a bare materialistic existence, and they want taat with- 
out any effort on their part or even the trouble of thinking and planning 
how it may be obtuined. 

The second contributing factor to the phenomena we are witnessing is 
Fear. In the individual this is the outcome of the lack of confidence al- 
ready noted, and it finds expression in public opinion taroughout the State 
in doubts as to the ability of national institutions to withstand any attack 
that may be made against them. Thus the aspiring dictator who arises and 
proclaims his ability to handle the situation if only everything is left to him 
for decision and all necessary power is reposed in him for action. He 


Promises quick action, decisive action, as contrasted with the slower, more 
moderate methods of democratic government. And because people are 
obsessed by Fear, and weakened by a loss of confidence in themselves, they 
supinely bow before the dictator, or grasp at the glowing promises of a 
man or a group who, in reality, are no greater, wiser, more competent or 
far-secing than they are themselves, 

More deep rooted is the third cause of this present day phenomena, It 
reaches back into the ages of the past, the dark ages of the world. At re- 
curring periods in the world's history it rears its ugly head. It is Intoler- 
ance. It is never wholly absent but always slumbering in the breasts of 
mankind, ready to flare up upon almost any provocation. It caused the great 
religious wars of the past; it caused the great racial struggles; it is deep 
rooted in social and economic struggles. Demagagues and dictators play 
upon this weakness in man, It is a brand they always use wherewith to 
start the fires of revolution. 

The world to-day is witnessing a resurgence of Intolerance. There was 
much of it during the Great War; in fact, it was cultivated by all the war- 
ring nations in order to spur on their people in the waging of that titanic 
struggle. The world is paying the price of that folly now. It bedevilled 
the Peace Conference; it hag heen the crippling factor in the councils of the 
League of Nations. It has resulted in narrow nationalism on the part of 
the nations; ever increasing armaments; every conceivable kind of trade- 
restricting device; in prohibitions, embargoes, quotas; in immigration pro- 
hibitions; in class struggles everywhere. 

The Socialist-Communist leaders of Russia are determined to drive all 
Christian religion out of that great land because they are intolerant of 
everything but their own particular theory. Hitler and his followers are 
equally grim and determined against the Jews. Mussolini will brook no 
opposition to his own views and methods and rides roughshod over all who 
oppose him. And people everywhere who have sustained losses and are in diffi- 
culty hecause of the world depression, instead of looking to the basic cause, 
unthinkingly follow would-be leaders who intolerantly point to others who 
still possess some property as the people who are responsible for all the 
difficulties, losses and suffering of others. 

The world is going to lose much of the selfishness which has grown up 
in and around present day business, and such loss will be gain. But is it 
also, through Intolerance going to lose -that liberty for man which hag been 
won at such a great price? Is it true that man can only achieve a larger 
measure of material and economic comfort at the price of the loss of his 
spiritual and intellectual liberty and, in some measure at least, of his eco- 
nomic, social and physical liberty as well? 

Intolerance may maintain dominance over men’s minds for a time, but 
it will be but a temporary ascendancy, finally subsiding to flare up again 
at some future date, But during the period of its ascendancy it will work 
havoc, as it always has done. It will not, and never has, made for progrtss 
or happiness; it has only intensified the sorrows and troubles of the world 
always, Man needs to be on his guard against acceptance of any of its 
manifestations,

Miss Eleanor Brown, teacher in a 
Dayton, Ohio, high school, is t!e first 
blind woman in the world to com-
